Lord Fisher’s 
“Light Cruisers” 


Chancellor Did Not Specify Size of 
Light Craft. 

A characteristic story of the late 
Lord Fisher, and his capacity for get- 
ting his ideas carried out while at the 
Admiralty \during the war, was told 
by Vice-Admiral Sir Frederick Tudor 
at a meeting 'of the Institution of 
Naval Architects. 

One day early in the’ struggle, 
when it was believed that the con- 
flict would not last very long, Admiral 
Tudors said’ Lord Fisher came into his 
room and told him he had just had @ 
long conversation with the Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer, who had agreed 
to. the building of light.craft up to 
light cruisers to any extent. 
Chancellor of the Exchequer had not 
said how big the light cruisers were 
to be, so Lord Fisher said, “We will 
build two whoppers with 15-in. guns, 
big enough to knock apy German 
light' cruiser off the sea.”

Every detail of housekeeping should 
be attacked from a health standpoint. 
It is well for the woman to consider 
this who becomes a little rebellious 
as spring comes on and wonders, 
“Why all this fuss?’ The. care of 
the beds and the bedroom should be 
especially treated from this stand- 
point. For a while a dusty chair in 
the living-room may be undesirable, 
it is of far less.consequence than eith- 
era dirty dishefoth or an unclean bed, 

The ideal: bedroom has at least two 
windows and is: flooded with sunlight 
and sunshine on bright days: It is 
large enough to contain a bed. The 
ideal floor for a bedroom is uncarpet- 
ed save for, perhaps, a small rug in 
front of the bed or dressing table. 
After the wood is properly finished, 
it should be waxed pr oiled. The oil- 
ed floors of the hospital permit of fre- 
quent mopping with a little disinfec- 
tant and water. , 

Single beds are coming more and 
more into fashion. Health authori- 
ties tell us that it is more conducive 
‘to both health and comfort for each 
to have an individual bed. Plain 
white enameled bed frames are al- 
ways a wise choice if one’s money is 
limited. © But, no matter what the 
frame, buy the. best mattress and 
spring you can affgrd, 

If you buy a bed mattress second- 
hand, be sure to send it away to a 
reliable firnt to be thoroughly. ster- 
ilized. ..And,. in any event, once 
every few years, mattresses should be 
sent away for a couple of days. The 
ticking should-be laundered and the 
hair. or other .material it contains 
should be thoroughly and scientificial- 
-ly cleansed. 

Every, mattress should be protected 
not only from. soil or surface dirt, 
but it should be protected so that it 
may not absorb apd hold perspiration 
or other body excretions. To protect 
it from surface’ dirt, make or purchase 
mattress coyers of unbleached mus- 
lin. These ar@usually provided with 
buttons and buttonholes so that they 
may be fastened after being slipped 
over the, mattress.” Rubber shecting 
or oiled silk are not exorbitant in 
price and go a Jong’ way toward pre- 
venting the absorbtion of body excre- 
tion.

Last Of The ‘‘Sennet” 


Royal Navy Men Have to Give Up 
Wearing Straw Hat. 
‘London saw seamen of the Royal 
Navy, in their straw hats at Lord 
Fisher's funeral last July. Now 
comes the announcement that the 
Admiralty has decided to abolish the 
“sennet,” as it is officially called. 
At home, the uniform blue cloth cap 
is to be worn, with the white cap- 
cover in summer, on the occassions on 
which the sennet hat has hitherto 
been worn, and sun-helmets will be 
supplied to men serving in ships and 
establishments on foreign stations. 
With the passing of the sennet or 
straw hat there is removed almost 
the last feature of the~ picturesque 
dress of the sailor at the time when 
uniform was first established. ‘This 
was in 1857, but the dress then order- 
ed had been the unofficial or irregular 
uniform of seamen for many years 
before that, and was. directly asso- 
ciated with the Napoleonic wars. In 
these earliest regulations for sea- 
men’s uniform the hat was ordered 
to be black or white, according to 
climate, The black hat or tarpaulin 
was abolished 40 years ago, and

HELPING SETTLEMENT. : 

An increased demand by the public for information regarding 
land settlement is reported by the Department of the Interior a. 
Ottawa. This increased interest is attributed partly to the fac. 
that Crown lands in Western Canada within fifteen miles of a rail- 
way, which heretofore have Leen reserved for returned men, be- 
came available for civilian entry on the lst of May. 

Besides Crown lands that may be available, it is estimated 
that there are about 200,000 quarter-sections of privately owned 
lands lying idle in the Prairie Provinces, most of them within easy 
reach of railways. The same condition applies, though in a lesser 
degree, to the older provinces of Canada. This condition is not, 
however, due to lack of value in the land itself—on the contrary 
and particularly in the Prairie provinces, much of this idle land is 
rich virgirt soil—for when one considers Canada’s vast land area 
and its comparatively small popylation it is at once apparent that 
a large portion of the area in private ownership must be unoccu- 
pied and available for purchase at reasonable prices,

health, three might be described as physical ‘wrecks, and one as a chronic 
invalid swith a precarious hold on life. ° Since that was the physical condi- 
tidn: of’ men at thcir-most vigorous age,, what would be the’ condi- 
tion of lrealth among the women and children? In other countries the 
examination of the men called to the colors revealed conditions somewhat 
similar, In’ Canada, with all her advantages of. open spaces and outdoor 
lives, of the 362,605 draftees under the Military Service Act, 181,229, or 
about one-half, were found to be unfit for full service in the field. Even 
without war the races seemed to be heading for physical deterioration and 
disaster.. 

As a result of these shocking and altogether alarming disclosures, 
when the Covenant of the League of Nations was drafted, Article XXV. 
was inserted which binds every nation joining the League to encourage and 
promote a national Red Cross Society, having as purposes “the improve- 
ment of health, the prevention of disease, and the mitigation of suffering 
throughout the world.”. The Red Cross was’selected for this important 
work because of its international character, its splendid organization, and 
its wonderful record during the war. 

It is the profound conviction of those whe are impressed with the im- 
portance and possibilities of the ideals expressed in the Red Cross pro- 
gramme as above outlined that their realization is possible through the en- 
dorsemeént and support which universal membership in the Red Cross alone 
-can give, Widespread and popular membership in the Red Cross is, 
therefore, the necessary condition of success in its Peace-time programme. 

To attain that universal membership, a world-wide enrolment cam- 
paign is being held this year, The dates in the three Prairie Provinces of 
Canada are June 5 to 11. Membership in the Red Cross involves an an- 
nual fee of one dollar for adults, and of twenty-five cents for boys and girls 
under 18 years of age, but this is the only—and incidental—finangial aspect 
of the membership enrolment campaign, 

It is the intelligent interest, the active Sympathy, the Wwhole- hearted 
support of all people in a nation-wide, yes, world-wide, Crusade for Good 
Health that the Red Cross -desires, and to assure this it asks every. man, 
woman and child to join the Red Cross during the week of June 5 to 11. 

Following all previous wars, the Red Cross with its work for the 
time being completed, fell into a state of disorganization, 
drums sounded in 1914, the Red Cross had’ to undertake all the work of 
home organization before it could begin its work for the soldiers in the 
field. Now, however, while carrying on its great Peace-time programme 
for the welfare and betterment of all mankind, it will be maintained fully 
organized, efficient and ready to act should Canada ever again be called to 
arms. 

The Red Cross Temiousicated that it was worthy of support PEE the 


war. Haying now highly resolved to dedicate itself to the task of carry- 


ing out the obligations imposed upon it in the Covenant of the League of 
Nations, it can be trusted to faithfully endeavor to render real Peace-time

Why Rain Melts Rocks 


Due to Carbonic and Nitric Acid In 
Water. 

When we see great boulders of 
hard rock such as granite, it seems al- 
most incredible that rain has the pow- 
er of melting them, 

In-rain there are two things in ad- 
dition to water which assist this won- 
derful process. These are nitric acid 


and.carbonic acid, and these are form- © 


ed.in the rain when the oxygen and 
nitrogen become charged with elec- 
tricity as 80 often happens during 
thunderstorms. 

Of these two acids: that slowly eat 
their way into the rocks, perhaps car- 
bonic is the more important. 

By its action it gradually melts the 
hard granite upon which the rain falls 
and so transforms it, first into sand- 
stone and afterwards into sand. 

Of course this process is a very 


slow one, but it goes on with a won- 


derful certainty. 

These two acids in rain are even 
more important in their relation to 
life, for carbonic and nitric acids form 
part of the food upon which all plants 
live,

League of Nations Commission Hands 
Over Aland Island. 


The commission appointed by the 
League of Nations, composed of Mr. 
kus, former United States a:abassa+ 
dor to Constantinople, M; Calonder, 
former president of ‘the Swiss Con- 
federation, and Baron Beyens, of 
Belgium, to examine the question of 
the Aland Islands, in the: Baltic, and 
whether they: should belong to Fin- 
land or Sweden, have decided in favor 
of the claims of the former, but with 
the reservation that the islands shall 
be given. certain concessions. 

The ‘effect of the report is that 
Aland shall have home rule under 
Finnish protection and suzerainty. 
There are guarantees as to education 
whieh preserves the use of the Swed- 
ish language, and it. is-reconimended 
that Aland shall have the right to put:

| States was cut down by £75,000,000 
Jand £20,000,000 was “taken off the

Diseased Potatoes 


Select Healthy Saeed and Plant on 
New Ground, , 


Potatoes become affected with 
scabs through a spore which first 
attacks the young sprouts, turning 
them a brownish tinge, this being 
followed by the formation of small 
j warts, which in die time increase in 
| size and grow into cach other almest 
enveloping the tuber. It really does 
not hurt ‘the potato for table use ex- 

cept that a greater amount of the 

potato must be peeled away before 
using. 

The remedy is to burn the diseased 

tubers, and in the selecting of “seed” 
the healthy tubers should be well 
| sprinkled . with flowers of sulphur, 
| care being taken to dust it well into 
‘ the eyes of the potatocs. We would 
| also advise care in the use of sacks 
that have previously. lreld diseased 
potatoes; do not usethem, Never 
plant on the same ground that you 
have grown diseased potatocs on,
